THE  COMMENCEMENT  just  ended  proved  one  of 
the  most  successful  in  the  history  of  the  College — a 
pronouncement  which  the  editors  recall  they  have  made  after 
other  commencements.  The  graduating  class  was  next  to 
the  largest  in  the  history  of  the  institution.  An  unusually 
fine  group  of  young  men  in  caps  and  gowns  ranged  them- 
selves before  the  rostrum  and  received  their  diplomas.  The 
first  honor  graduate,  AVilliam  E.  Hemphill,  of  Petersburg, 
delivered  a  valedictory  of  great  excellence. 

The  address  before  the  graduating  class  by  Hon.  Frank  L.

HE  WISDOM  of  reviving  the 
Alumni  address  at  Commence- 
ment becomes  more  and  more  ap- 
parent each  year  and  on  each  succes- 
sive occasion  draws  a  larger  audience. 
Hon.  Robert  T.  Hubard,  of  Fayette- 
ville.  West  V'irginia,  of  the  Class  of 
1897,  was  the  speaker  Tuesday  morn- 
ing. In  an  inimitable  way,  he  re- 
counted recollections  of  his  student 
days.  Though  the  address  touched  on 
the  present  world-wide  economic  situa- 
tion, it  took  a  cheerful  and  hopeful 
view,  and  in  the  main  was  along 
bright  and  pleasing  lines,  interspersed 
with  humor  and  good  stories  to  illus- 
trate his  points.  Mr.  Hubard  was  an 
honor  graduate  of  the  Class  of  1897  and  is  a  distinguished 
lawyer  of  Fayetteville,  West  Virginia.  He  is  a  native  of 
Buckingham  County  and  his  father  and  grandfather  were 
likewise  honor  graduates  of  this  institution.  He  is,  therefore, 
by  training  and  inheritance,  a  product  of  Hampden-Sydney. 
Col.  Charles  B.  Richmond,  Superintendent  of  Kentucky 
Military  Institute,  a  member  of  the  Class  of  1916,  delivered 
the  athletic  awards  and  trophies  in  a  ready  and  pleasing 
speech.  He  showed  the  military  man  in  being  succinct  and 
to  the  point  and  his  manner  of  handling  this  rather  difficult 
job  was  generally  acclaimed.

COMMENCEMENT,  1932 


THE  one  hundred  and  fifty-sixth  Commencement  of 
Hampden-Sydney  College  had  its  formal  beginning  with 
the  Baccalaureate  sermon  in  College  Church  Sunday  morn- 
ing, June  5th.  The  preacher  for  the  occasion  was  Doctor 
James  L.  AlacjMillan,  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church, 
iN'orfolk,  \'irginia.  Doctor  MacMillan  used  as  a  text  the 
eighth  verse  of  the  fourth  chapter  of  Philippians:  "Finally, 
brethern,  whatsoever  things  are  true,  whatsoever  things  are 
honest,  whatsoever  things  are  just,  whatsoever  things  are 
pure,  whatsoever  things  are  lovely,  whatsoever  things  are  of 
good  report;  if  there  be  any  virtue,  and  if  there  be  any  praise, 
think  on  these  things."  I'he  speaker  reminded  that  in  this 
letter  "The  Arcadia  of  Paul's  Soul"  is  revealed  and  the 
sign-posts  in  "the  geography  of  a  happy  and  contented  heart" 
are  clearly  seen.  He  pointed  out  to  the  young  men  before 
him  and  to  the  great  audience  that  filled  the  body  and 
galleries  of  the  Old  Church,  that  the  vantage  point  was 
unique  because  it  was  beside  the  Master.  Doctor  MacMillan, 
in  chaste  diction  and  with  attractive  delivery,  held  up  the 
many  excellent  virtues  presented  in  the  text ;  the  revelation  of 
beauty  and  glory  in  "thinking  on  these  things";  and  the 
influence  on  destiny  of  the  thought-life.  "Sow  a  thought," 
said  the  speaker,  "and  you  reap  an  act.  Sow  an  act  and  you 
reaj)  a  habit.  Sow  a  habit  and  you  reap  a  character.  Sow  a 
character  and  you  reap  a  destiny." 

As  is  the  neighborly  custom,  the  P'armville  Presbyterian 
Church  holds  no  morning  service  on  Baccalaureate  Sunday 
at  Hampden-Sydney  and  large  niunbers  from  there  and  from 
other  nearby  churches  were  in  the  audience.  The  choir  from 
Farmville  Presbyterian  Chinxh  lead  in  the  music,  with 
Professor  Strick  at  the  Console,  and  with  a  special  selection 
by  a  quartette  from  State  Teachers  College. 

Monday  of  Hampden-Sydney 's  Commencement  week  is 
usually  spoken  of  as  "breathing  day" — a  chance  to  make 
final  preparations  for  the  pleasant  strenuosities  of  Alumni 
Day  and  Commencement  Day  proper.  As  aids  to  easier 
breathing,  three  pleasantries  happened  on  Monday  evening — 
an  organ  recital  by  James  E.  Hemphill,  a  member  of  the 
Junior  Class  and  a  resident  of  Petersburg,  Virginia;  a  French 
pla>'  by  the  Jongleurs  in  Mcllwaine ;  and  "Treasure  Island" 
by  the  marionettes  of  "The  Globe  Theatre."  (See  fuller 
notices  of  these  items  under  "Social.")

President  Robert  K.  Brock  of  the  General  Alumni  As- 
sociation then  introduced  in  his  alwajs  pleasing  manner,  his 
fellow  Classmate,  the  Honorable  Robert  Thruston  Hubard, 
'97,  of  Fajetteville,  West  Virginia.  Judged  by  the  rapt 
attention  of  the  audience  which  at  times  became  thoroughly 
unrapt,  following  a  narration  humorously  told  of  some  anec- 
dote of  College  days — judged,  we  say,  by  the  response  of 
the  audience,  the  address  of  the  Alumni  orator  was  one  of 
the  very  happiest  ever  delivered  on  an  occasion  of  this  kind. 
Mr.  Hubard  called  into  play  the  whole  range  of  human 
emotions.  Tears  filled  the  eyes  of  more  than  one  "old  boy" 
as  the  speaker  delineated  the  character  of  that  great  leader 
of  men,  Doctor  Richard  Mcllwaine.  His  tribute  to  this 
great  scholar  and  Christian  gentleman  was  indeed  most 
beautiful.  To  the  younger  members  of  the  audience  he  held 
up  the  rugged  virtues  that  characterized  President  Mcllwaine 
as  things  they  should  lay  hold  on  in  these  perilous  days.  Mr. 
Hubard  is  a  staunch  advocate  of  the  "old  things  that  are 
ever  new"  and  his  plea  that  Hampden-Sydney  always  hold 
to  the  beaten  paths  of  plain  living  and  high  thinking  had  a 
ring  of  sincerity  and  a  depth  of  conviction  that  touched 
responsive  chords  throughout  his  audience.  Said  one: 
"Hubard's  speech  is  the  finest  thing  we  have  had  in  an 
Alumni  way  in  a  long,  long  time.  It  touched  the  heart, 
aroused  the  mind,  and  confirmed  conviction." 

The  Alumni  had  lunch  together  in  the  College  Dining 
Hall  and  then  spent  a  couple  of  easy  hours,  talking  over  old 
times.  Representatives  from  all  the  reuning  Classes — '75, 
'76,  '77.  '7«./94>  '95,  '96,  '97,  '13,  '14,  '15,  '16— with  the 
exceptions  of  '76  and  '77,  were  present.  Oi  the  five  surviving 
members  of  the  Class  of  1875,  two  were  present,  Edgar  J. 
Davis,  of  Greensboro,  North  Carolina,  and  B.  F.  Bedinger, 
of  Red  Springs,  North  Carolina. 

At  three-thirty  the  meeting  of  the  General  Alumni  As- 
sociation  took  place   in   Bagby   Hall.    The   attendance  was

smaller  than  for  some  years,  but  the  interest  displayed  was 
of  keen  quality.  While  the  College  did  not  escape  the  well- 
meant  criticisms  of  some  of  her  sons,  the  body  was  a  unit 
in  its  praise  of  the  Administration  for  the  splendid  session 
just  brought  to  a  close.  In  the  election  of  officers  for  the 
coming  year,  H.  Wallace  Blanton,  '12,  of  Richmond,  Vir- 
ginia, was  chosen  President,  with  Robert  K.  Brock,  Vice 
President,  P.  Tulane  Atkinson,  Treasurer,  and  George  L. 
^Valker,  General  Secretary. 

Perhaps  the  most  delightful  custom  now  obtaining  on 
The  Hill  is  the  one  started  by  the  ladies  of  the  Faculty  some 
years  ago.  We  refer  to  the  giving  to  the  Seniors,  their  parents 
and  the  Alumni,  of  a  buffet  supper.  Each  of  these  occasions 
seems — if  possible — more  delightful  than  the  preceding  one. 
It  is  certain  that  we  cannot  recall  one  that  "passed  in"  more 
pleasingly  than  the  one  of  Tuesday  evening  of  Alumni  Day. 
Food  and  fellowship  conspired  to  give  the  guests  an  evening 
that  is  remembered  for  its  satisfaction  and  its  joy. 

Later  in  the  evening,  the  Union-Philanthropies  held  a 
celebration  which  is  treated  more  fully  in  this  issue  under  the 
heading,  "Social"  and  a  designation  of  its  own. 

Later  in  the  evening,  the  younger  set — and  some  of  the 
oldsters,  too — flocked  to  the  attractively  decorated  halls  of 
the  Comity  Club  where,  to  the  strains  of  Kay  Keyser's 
Orchestra,  the  first  of  the  German  Club  dances  was  held. 
Wednesday  afternoon,  a  number  of  couples  took  part  in  a 
dansant  from  four  to  six  and  then  returned  that  night  for  the 
gayeties  that  lasted  from  1 1  P.  M.  to  7  A.  M.  While  the 
couples  were  not  as  numerous  as  at  other  Commencements, 
the  German  Club  reports  the  dances  as  the  "best  ever." 

\Vednesday  was  Commencement  Day.  The  academic 
procession  formed  at  the  Administration  Building  a  few 
minutes  before  ten  and  the  exercises  in  College  Church  were 
opened  with  the  invocation  by  Rev.   H.   \V.   McLaughlin,

Clark,  '84,  to  Edwin  Lawrence  Kendig,  Jr.,  of  V^ictoria, 
Virginia;  the  Algernon  Sydney  Sullivan  Medallion  to  a 
Student  by  Dr.  J.  E.  Hemphill  to  Frank  Curl  King,  of 
Newport  News,  Virginia;  the  Algernon  Sydney  Sullivan 
Medallion  to  an  Alumnus  by  President  Eggleston  to  Samuel 

E.  Osbourn,  '01,  Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania;  the  George  W. 
Bagby  Prize  by  Judge  Don  P.  Halsey,  '92,  to  Roger  \'oung, 
Charleston,  West  Virginia;  the  Trustees  Literary  Medal  by 
Paul  G.  Linaweaver,  '25,  to  Roger  ^'oung,  Charleston,  West 
Virginia. 

President  Eggleston,  in  his  very  pleasing  way,  introduced 
the  Commencement  speaker,  Hon.  Frank  L.  Jones,  of  New 
York,  First  Vice  President  of  the  Equitable  Life  Assurance 
Society  of  the  United  States  and  a  former  Superintendent  of 
Public  Instruction  for  the  State  of  Indiana.  j\Ir.  Jones 
brought  a  strong  practical  message  to  the  young  men  about 
to  graduate,  centering  his  address  around  the  theme,  "The 
Release  of  Latent  Power."  He  reminded  the  graduates  that 
the  statement,  "Knowledge  is  Power"  is  commonly  inter- 
preted to  mean  that  the  possession  of  knowledge  gives  power, 
whereas  the  translation  of  knowledge  into  action  is  the  thing 
that  gives  power.  The  speaker  cited  numerous  examples  to 
show  the  great  amount  of  unused,  latent  power,  not  only  in 
material  things,  but  in  persons.  Men  who  are  the  pioneers, 
the  inventors,  the  poets,  and  the  original  investigators  are  of 
the  type  who  have  pulled  away  from  the  things  that  have 
limited  their  powers  and  shortened  their  horizons.  "The 
successes  of  life,"  said  the  speaker,  "are  measured  in  the 
language  of  action.  It  is  important,  therefore,  that  students 
should  know  that  the  information  they  have  as  a  result  of 
college   experiences    must    be    translated    into    power.     The 


abrupt  transition  from  college  life  into  business  and  pro- 
fessional life  brings  the  graduate  into  an  arena  where  his 
reactions  are  really  different  from  those  of  college  life.  There 
is  no  way  to  make  possible  on  the  campus  of  a  college  the 
exposures  of  the  student  to  many  of  the  activities  of  a  busy 
world.  Those  relationships  are  studied  in  College  but  they 
must  be  acted  in  daily  life."  Mr.  Jones  brought  his  address 
to  a  close  by  giving  the  graduates  these  practical  rules  for 
use  in  the  problem  of  releasing  latent  powers:  "Read  about 
men  of  action  ;  set  standards  high  and  live  up  to  them ;  com- 
pare yourself  with  others;  admit  the  value  of  resistance; 
create  habits  of  action." 

A  very  attractive  feature  of  the  Commencement  program 
was  the  presentation  to  President  Eggleston  of  the  "^'orktown 
Medal  of  the  Society  of  the  Cincinnati.  This  \\as  done  by  the 
Society's  President,  Colonel  Edgar  Erskine  Hume,  of  Frank- 
fort, Kentucky.  Colonel  Hume  recounted  the  circumstances 
leading  to  the  formation  of  the  Society,  recalling  that  George 
Washington  was  its  first  president  and  its  charter  members 
were  his  soldiers  who  were  with  him  at  the  Surrender  at 
'Yorktown.  May  10,  1783,  is  the  year  of  founding  and  the 
members  to-day  are  eldest  sons,  following  the  law  of  primo- 
gem'ture.  To  conmiemorate  the  sesquicentennial  of  Y'ork- 
town,  the  Society  of  the  Cincimiati  in  the  State  of  Virginia 
caused  to  be  struck  a  medal,  copies  of  which  were  presented 
to  certain  distinguished  persons  and  to  each  of  the  V^irginia 
colleges  which  date  back  to  the  period  of  the  foundation  of 
the  Cincinnati.  Hampden-Sydney  is  one  of  the  five  Southern 
institutions  to  receive  the  Medal.  "It  is  impossible,"  said 
Colonel  Hume,  "for  the  Society  of  the  Cincimiati  in  the 
State  of  Virgim'a  to  think  of  this  old  College  of  Hampden- 
Sydney  without  affection  and  pride.  Many  of  our  original 
members  sent  their  sons  here  for  instruction,  even  at  that 
early  period,  recognizing  the  worth  of  this  institution.  And 
there  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  ideals  of  the  Cincinnati  are 
kept  alive  by  the  spirit  of  this  splendid  institution."  Turning 
then  to  President  Eggleston,  the  speaker  concluded:  "I  ask 
you,  Sir,  to  accept  this  Medal  as  a  token  of  the  love  and 
respect  with  which  the  Society  of  the  Cincinnati  in  the  State 
of  \^irginia  regards  the  distinguished  President  of  Hampden- 
Sydney  College,  himself  of  the  line  of  Major  Joseph  Eggles- 
ton of  the  \'irginia  Continental  Line,  an  original  member  of 
our  Order.    He  has  kept  the  faith  of  his  fathers." 

In  accepting  the  Medal,  President  Eggleston  mentioned 
the  devotion  of  Hampden-Sydney  to  the  cause  of  the  Revolu- 
tion and  pointed  out  that  the  Charter  of  the  College  is,  so 
far  as  is  known,  the  only  one  in  the  list  of  Colonial  institu- 
tions that  specifically  enjoins  those  who  had  it  in  charge  to 
select  only  such  professors  and  masters  as  shall  "preserve  in 
the  minds  of  the  students  that  sacred  love  and  attachment 
which  they  should  ever  bear  to  the  principles  of  the  present 
glorious  Revolution.  .  .  .  No  person  shall  be  so  selected 
unless  the  uniform  tenor  of  his  conduct  manifests  to  the 
world  his  affection  for  the  liberty  and  independence  of  the 
L^nited  States  of  America."  "In  selecting  me,"  declared  the 
President,  "to  receive  this  Medal,  the  Societ\'  confers  an 
honor  through  me  upon  Hampden-Sydney  College — a 
gracious  gesture  which  every  Alumnus,  student  and  friend  of 
the  College  appreciates." 

Dean  Reed  annoimced  the  scholastic  honors  (see  his 
report  in  full  elsewhere  in  The  Record)  and  W.  E.  Hemp- 
hill, of  Petersburg,  First  Honor  graduate,  delivered  an  ex- 
cellent valedictory  address.  After  President  Eggleston  had 
delivered  academic  degrees  to  thirty-eight  members  of  the 
Class  of  1932  and  to  the  wife  of  the  thirty-ninth  (Mrs. 
Joseph  Kenneth  Bradford  received  for  her  husband  who  was

ill  at  the  time),  the  one  hundred  and  fifty-sixth  session  of 
the  College  was  brought  to  a  close  with  the  benediction, 
pronounced  by  Rev.  N.  A.  Parker,  '94,  Mt.  Storm,  West 
Virginia.

A  graduate  of  Hampden-Sydney  College,  Class  of  1899,  with 
the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts ;  a  Bachelor  of  Divinity  of  Union 
Theological  Seminary  in  Virginia;  for  several  years  a  Missionary 
in  Brazil;  seeing  active  service  overseas  in  1918  under  the  auspices 
of  the  Voung  Men's  Christian  Association ;  a  Home  Mission  worker 
in  Floyd  County,  Virginia — active  as  preacher,  pastor  and  supervisor 
of  Mission  Schools  since  1912;  by  his  unstinted  labors,  by  his  un- 
common common  sense — which  means  a  judgment  of  rare  poise 
and  wisdom — by  his  whole-hearted  consecration,  by  a  wonderful 
combination  of  firmness  and  gentleness,  he  has  endeared  himself 
to  all  who  know  him,  and  has  been  declared  unofticially  by  all 
classes  to  be  the  "Bishop  of  Floyd  County."  A  striking  example  of 
that  type  of  Hampden-Sydney  man  of  which  Alma  Mater  is  proud, 
and  which  she  loves  to  honor.

A  graduate  of  the  University  of  Missouri,  Class  of  1903,  with 
the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts;  a  graduate  of  the  University  of 
Cincinnati,  Class  of  1907,  with  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts; 
Secretary  to  the  President  of  the  University  of  Missouri,  1903-1905; 
Secretary  of  the  University  of  Cincinnati,  1905-1907;  in  March, 
1907,  made  Assistant  to  the  Manager  of  the  Armstrong  Cork 
Company;  to-day  the  First  Vice  President  of  that  Company  and  its 
general  executive  supervisor;  a  member  of  various  civic  organiza- 
tions; a  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Lancaster,  Pennsly- 
vania,  Welfare  Federation;  President  of  the  Lancaster  Community 
Service  Association ;  Trustee  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Lancaster;  member  of  the  Pennsylvania  Society  of  Sons  of  the 
Revolution;  member  of  Sigma  Alpha  Epsilon,  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa 
and  of  Omicron  Delta  Kappa — it  would  be  difficult  to  find  a 
gentleman  who  is  a  more  perfect  exemplification  of  the  fact  that  a 
thorough  cultural  education,  with  a  background  of  generations  of 
culture,  refinement  and  character,  constitutes  the  best  possible  basis 
for  a  very  successful  business  career  and  for  able  and  sympathetic 
leadership  in  church  and  civic  associations;  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  Hampden-Sydney  College  confers  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws 
on  Henning  Webb  Prentis,  Jr.,  of  Lancaster,  Pennsylvania. 


Carter  Rich.ard  Bishop 

A  soldier  of  the  Confederacy  during  the  latter  part  of  the 
War  of  1861-65;  first  honor  graduate  of  Hampden-Sydney  College, 
Class  of  1870;  for  twenty  years  efficient  cashier  of  the  National 
Bank  of  Petersburg,  Virginia. 

Distinguished  also  in  the  profession  of  Civil  Engineering.  The 
United  States  Government  had  been  spending  $15,000  annually,  and 
the  City  of  Petersburg  an  equal  amount,  to  dredge  the  harbor  at 
Petersburg,  which  was  constantly  filling  with  sediment.  He  surveyed 
the  river,  offered  to  divert  the  channel  and  protect  the  harbor  from 
the  sediment,  thus  saving  $30,000  a  year.  The  plan  was  approved 
by  the  United  States  Government  engineers,  and  was  adopted  by 
Congress.  For  this  distinguished  service  the  Government  did  the 
very  unusual  thing  of  sending  him  an  unsolicited  check  for  $25,000 
in  payment  for  his  signal  service  in  offering  the  plan.  He  did  the 
very  unusual  thing  of  returning  the  check  to  the  Government,  de- 
clining to  receive  any  compensation;  basing  his  suggestion  entirely 
upon  the  motive  of  patriotic  service  to  the  National  Government  and 
to  the  city  of  his  nativity. 

Through  his  efforts  the  Battlefield  Parks  of  Petersburg  have  been 
secured.  No  man  in  the  City  of  Petersburg  or  in  the  State  of  Virginia 
has  done  more  than  he  in  cherishing  and  perpetuating  the  high 
traditions  of  the  Old  South;  and  at  the  same  time,  no  one  has  done 
more  in  sincere  efforts  to  unite  the  North  and  South.  He  is  greatly 
beloved  and  greatly  honored  by  the  old  soldiers  of  the  North  as 
well  as  by  those  of  the  Confederacy. 

As  Confederate  Veteran,  he  ranks  as  Brigadier-General,  being 
Adjutant-General   of   the   Virginia   Division   of   United   Confederate 


Veterans  and  Commander  of  the  Grand  Camp  Confederate  Veterans' 
Department  of  \'irginia. 

Recently  one  of  the  prominent  citizens  of  Petersburg  made  this 
statement:  "He  has  done  more  for  the  City  of  Petersburg  and  this 
section  of  Virginia  than  any  other  man." 

He  exemplifies  in  himself  the  highest  traditions  of  his  Alma 
Mater;  and  she  honors  herself  by  conferring  upon  Captain  Carter 
Richard  Bishop  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Science.

A  Bachelor  of  Arts  of  Centre  College,  Kentucky,  Class  of  1908; 
Master  of  Arts,  Class  of  1909;  Doctor  of  Medicine  of  Johns  Hopkins 
I'niversity,  1913;  an  alumnus  of  the  University  of  Munich  and  of 
the  University  of  Rome;  a  first  honor  graduate  of  the  Medical  School 
of  the  L'nited  States  Army,  1917;  a  Doctor  of  Tropical  Medicine, 
Harvard  L'niversity,  1922;  the  recipient  of  the  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Laws  from  Centre  College,  1923;  an  alumnus  of  the  United  States 
Infantry  School,  1928;  recipient  of  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Science 
from  Washington  and  Lee  University,  1932;  an  officer  in  the  regular 
army  of  our  country,  who  has  passed  by  promotion  through  all  the 
grades  until  he  became,  in  1918,  Lieutenant-Colonel;  a  veteran  of  the 
World  War,  serving  with  the  British  Expeditionary  Force  in  1918 
at  Meuse-Argonne,  St.  Mihiel  and  Vittorio  Veneto;  awarded  the 
Distinguished  Service  Medal  of  the  United  States,  and  similar 
decorations  by  the  governments  of  France,  Great  Britain,  Belgium, 
Russia,  Italy,  Serbia,  Poland,  Spain,  Greece  and  other  allied 
countries ;  editor,  author  and  lecturer,  as  well  as  physician  and 
soldier;  at  present  the  President  of  the  National  Society  of  the 
Cincinnati — illustrious  son  of  illustrious  Centre — the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees of  Hampden-Sydney  College  confers  the  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Literature  upon  Colonel  Edgar  Erskine  Hume,  of  Frankfort,  Ken- 
tucky. 


Union-Philanthropic  Literary 
Society  Celebration 

A  PLEASANT  feature  of  Commencement  Eve  was  a 
debate  between  Agnes  Scott  College  and  Hampden- 
Sydney  conducted  on  the  Oregon  plan.  This  varies  the  old 
style  of  forensics  with  a  modified  form  of  law  court  pro- 
cedure. The  Cancellation  of  AVar  Debts  and  Reparations 
promised  to  be  a  dry  subject  but  became  invested  with  in- 
terest under  this  novel  plan.  Miss  Porter  Cowles  stated  the 
case  for  the  Affirmative  and  Mr.  James  W.  Gordon,  Jr., 
for  the  Negative.  Then  Mr.  Plummer  F.  Jones,  Jr.,  adroitly 
cross-questioned  Miss  Cowles  and  Miss  Anne  Hopkins  re- 
lentlessly cross-questioned  Mr.  Gordon.  Mr.  Jones  sum- 
marized the  case  for  the  Negative  and  Miss  Hopkitis  for  the 
Affirmative.  A  pretty  play  of  wit  under  cross  fire  kept  the 
audience  steadily  entertained.  All  four  combatants  well 
sustained  their  reputation  as  intercollegiate  debaters.  An 
informal  audience  decision  showed  practically  a  tie  with 
perhaps  a  vote  or  two  to  spare  for  the  side  against  Cancella- 
tion. Dr.  Thomas  W.  Hooper,  '00,  presided  with  his  rare 
humor  and  grace.  Dr.  R.  Gamble  See,  '99,  presented  the 
medals  and  awards  as  follows:  Declaimer's  Medal  to  Mr.

Commencements  of  Bygone 
Days 

By  Robert  K.  Brock 

CHANGE  and  progress  are  often  confused.  Progress  is 
certainly  change  but,  as  has  often  been  said,  all  change 
is  by  no  means  progress.  Retrogression  means  change  as  much 
as  does  progress  and  as  change  implies  some  sort  of  motion, 
that  motion  ma}  be  either  backward  or  forward.  These 
observations  are  made  by  way  of  preface  to  some  account  of 
Commencements  as  they  used  to  be  from  twenty-five  to  fifty 
years  ago,  and  no  attempt  is  here  made  to  say  whether  the 
old  were  better  than  the  Commencements  of  to-day  or  vice 
versa.  Those  who  recall  the  old-time  Commencement  may 
feel  that  by  comparison  that  of  to-day  is  decadent,  while  the 
undergraduates  and  the  young  ladies  who  grace  these  annual 
affairs  may  perhaps  laugh  when  they  hear  of  the  Commence- 
ments of  former  days  and  some  girl  may  say  "How  funny!" 
feeling  not  a  little  pride  at  the  great  progress  made  since 
these — to  them — far-off  days.  It  was  always  so  with  succeed- 
ing generations  when  they  made  comparisons  of  their  own 
ways  with  the  mode  of  living  of  those  who  preceded  them. 

But  Commencements  at  Hampden-Sydney  in  the  old  days 
were  certainly  events  of  far  greater  importance  in  the  life 
of  the  community  and  the  entire  countryside.  They  embraced 
almost  a  whole  week.  They  began  formally  as  now,  with 
the  Baccalaureate  sermon  on  Sunday  morning,  but  the  visitors 
began  to  arrive  the  Friday  and   Saturday  preceding.    The 
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homes  of  the  "Hill"  were  thrown  open  to  members  of  the 
Board,  visiting  young  ladies,  mothers  and  fathers  of  students 
— though  parental  visitations  were  far  less  frequent  than  at 
the  present  time,  when  the  automobile  makes  it  readily 
possible  for  parents  to  see  their  sons  graduate,  hardly  taking 
a  day  off  for  the  purpose.  Then,  the  young  ladies  were 
usually  the  specially  invited  guests  of  the  families  of  the 
professors  and  other  residents  of  the  "Hill,"  these  good 
people  making  an  effort  that  they  should  be  attractive  young 
women,  acceptable  to  the  students,  and  such  as  would 
probably  grace  the  occasion.  A  little  later  on,  the  students 
would  suggest  that  this  or  that  young  lady  of  their  acquain- 
tance might  be  included  in  the  invitation.  The  Commence- 
ment, embracing  five  days,  consisted  usually  of  the  following 
program :  Baccalaureate  sermon  Sunday  morning,  followed 
by  an  address  before  the  Young  Men's  Christian  Association 
Sunday  evening;  Tuesday  night,  celebration  of  the  Philan- 
thropic Literary  Society;  Wednesday  morning,  an  address 
before  the  Society  of  Alumni  and  other  public  exercises ; 
Wednesday  night,  celebration  of  the  Union  Literary  Society ; 
Thursday  morning.  Commencement  Day  proper,  which 
would  begin  at  ten  o'clock  and  the  program  would  not  be 
concluded  until  about  two  in  the  afternoon.  Listead  of  one 
speech,  in  the  form  of  the  brief  valedictory  which  obtains 
to-day,  there  were,  besides  the  valedictory,  a  Latin  salutatory 
and  philosophical  oration,  and  other  speeches  from  the 
students.  Thursdav  evening  was  given  over  to  the  celebration 
given  by  the  Senior  Class  with  its  Class  poet,  prophet  and 
giftorian.  This  was  looked  forward  to  with  greater  interest 
by  the  young  people  than  any  other  part  of  the  program, 
outside  of  the  celebration  of  the  two  literary  societies.  The 
great  majority  of  the  students  looked  forward  to  Commence- 
ment and  remained  throughout  the  five-day  festivities. 

Li  those  days,  the  literary  societies  were  by  far  the  most 
important  student  activities.  Every  single  student  was  a 
member  of  one  or  the  other  of  the  societies  and  there  was 
great  rivalry  between  them.  Committees  were  appointed  to 
meet  new  students  when  they  arrived  in  Farmville  and  pledge 
them  to  one  or  the  other  society.  The  societies'  celebrations 
would  provide  declamations  from  the  freshmen,  debates  from 
the  sophomores  and  juniors  and  orations  from  the  seniors; 
and  at  least  four  medals  were  delivered  bv  each  society  with 
great  ceremony  and  much  applause — a  declaimer's  medal  to  a 
freshman  in  each  society,  debater's  medal  to  a  sophomore  in 
the  Philanthropic  Society  and  to  a  junior  in  the  LTnion 
Society,  and  an  orator's  medal  to  a  senior  in  each  society. 


Marshals  in  gorgeous  blue  and  red  sashes — blue  for  the 
LTnion,  red  for  the  Philanthropic — would  usher  people  to 
their  seats  and  would  also  carry  up  to  the  blushing  orator 
or  debater  flowers  in  great  profusion  from  his  admirers.  The 
jirogram  was  al\\'ays  interspersed  with  music.  The  two 
literary  societies  pooled  their  resources  and  procured,  some- 
times the  best,  but  always  the  biggest,  band  which  could  be 
obtained,  usually  a  brass  band.  On  several  years  when  a 
Roanoke  band,  consisting  of  forty  pieces,  was  secured,  it  was 
felt  that  the  high«ater  mark  had  been  reached.  Some  of 
these  bands  brought  with  them  stringed  instruments  to 
somewhat  soften  the  sound  when  indoors,  but  the  brass  band 
was  held  in  much  greater  esteem,  because  after  the  ceremonies 
were  over,  it  was  stationed  out  in  front  of  Cushing  Hall 
\x  here  it  furnished  music  for  the  promenaders  from  ten  in 
the  evening  until  one  to  two  A.  ]VL  The  outdoor  promenade 
was  an  important  and  imique  feature  of  Commencement. 
The  weather  permitting,  as  soon  as  the  speaking  exercises 
were  over,  couples  moved  with  dignified  pace  along  the 
walkway  leading  from  the  campus  gate  past  Cushing  Hall 
almost  to  the  Alamo  and  then  retraced  their  steps.  The 
promenade  was  lighted  by  kerosene  torches  and  popular 
girls  changed  escorts  as  rapidly  as  their  daughters  and  grand- 
daughters change  partners  in  the  ball  room  of  the  Comity 
Club  to-day.  The  promenade  was  displaced  by  dancing 
about  twenty-five  years  ago. 

Every  effort  \\'as  made  to  see  that  the  visiting  girls  had 
escorts  for  all  of  the  exercises,  beginning  with  the  Bacca- 
laureate sermon  on  Sunday,  and  their  cards  were  duly  made 
out,  either  by  the  student  especially  interested  in  the  par- 
ticular young  lady,  or  by  some  student  at  the  request  of  the 
hostess.  The  periods  not  especially  provided  for  in  the  pro- 
gram were  taken  up  with  engagements  to  take  walks  and 
buggy  rides.  The  advent  of  the  rubber-tired  buggy  gave 
great  impetus  to  this  particular  form  of  entertainment  and 
the  livery  stables  in  Farmville  did  a  lively  business. 

ll  the  exercises  were  held  in  the  College  Church.  A 
stage  of  considerable  dimensions  was  erected  in  the  place  of 
the  pulpit  and  was  decorated  with  flowers  and  evergreens. 
Some  of  the  freshmen,  under  the  direction  of  the  upperclass- 
men,  constituted  the  "trash  gang,"  whose  duty  it  was  to  put 
these  decorations  up.  Flowers  sent  up  by  their  admirers  to 
the  speakers  for  the  most  part  came  from  the  gardens  of  the 
residents  or  from  those  of  denizens  in  the  countryside  round 
about.  Daisies  and  other  wild  flowers  were  not  overlooked. 
Florists  were  too  remote,  making  it  difficult  to  be  assured 
that  the  flowers  would  arrive  on  time  or  in  proper  condition. 

These  occasions  were  attended  by  people  for  some  miles 
around  who  were  largely  attracted  by  the  music,  for  the 
opportunity  to  hear  a  good  brass  band  was  rare.  These  were 
the  days  when  the  radio  had  not  been  dreamed  of  and  even 
the  phonograph  was  far  from  perfected.  A  journey  even 
from  Farmville  to  Hampden-Sydney  usually  took  from  one 
to  one  and  one-half  hours  except  when  the  roads  were 
especially  good  and  the  team  unusual.  It  was  not  uncommon 
to  see  booths  placed  in  the  grounds  near  the  church  where 
food  could  be  obtained  for  those  who  had  driven  in  only 
for  the  day. 

The  State  Teachers  College  did  not  play  as  important  a 
part  in  the  life  of  the  Hampden-Sydney  students  as  is  the 
case  now.  It  was  then  a  small  institution,  comparatively, 
and  the  students  were  called  "Normalites,"  it  then  being 
known  as  the  Farmville  Normal  School.  Moreover,  when 
Hampden-Sydney  Commencement  came,  the  sister  institution 
in  Farmville  had  usually  closed  for  the  session  and  the  girls 
had  gone  home.    In  addition  to  this,  means  of  locomotion

between  Hainpden-S\diiey  and  Farmville  were  largely  de- 
pendent upon  two  daily  hacks  operated  by  W.  C.  Dunkum — 
the  father  of  Hugh — and  Walker  Crawley.  These  hacks 
would  leave  Hampden-Sydney  about  nine  in  the  morning  and 
return  about  four  in  the  afternoon,  making  only  one  trip  a 
day  and  the  carrying  capacity  of  each  was  limited. 

Such  were  the  Commencements  of  bygone  days.  They 
met  the  demands  of  that  period.  Whether  they  were  better 
than  the  Commencements  of  to-day  it  is  difficult  to  say. 
Our  modern  Commencements  would  not  have  filled  the  bill 
for  the  young  people  of  thirty  to  forty  years  ago  any  more 
than  their  Commencements  would  meet  the  requirements  of 
the  young  student  and  his  girl  of  to-day.  Time  and  distance 
have  been  all  but  annihilated  by  the  automobile  and  good 
highways.  ^Vhether  the  present  generation  suffers  by  reason 
of  its  inability  to  hear  a  philosophical  oration  or  a  Latin 
salutatory  from  a  student  just  graduating,  no  attempt  in  this 
article  is  made  to  say.  Times  change  and  we  change  with 
them,  as  do  all  things  with  which  we  are  connected  and  so 
the  old  Commencement  has  gone  never  to  return.  There  is 
no  occasion  for  the  older  people  to  regret  it  because  it  would 
mean  nothing  to  them  now  and  the  present  generation  would 
not  want  it  and  prefers  what  they  have.

Forensics

WITH  AUDIENCES  ranging  from  two  to  two  hun- 
dred or  the  invisible  throng  of  radio  listeners  whom  no 
man  can  number,  our  Tiger  debaters  evince  an  independence 
of  the  "vulgus  projanum"  that  Cicero  might  well  have  envied, 
but  cherish  an  anxious  regard  for  the  judge's  fateful  ballot. 
Dame  Fortune  has  frowned  with  occasional  asperity  but 
more  often  smiled  beneficiently  upon  their  forensic  endeavors 
this  season.  Out  of  fourteen  decision  contests,  they  lost  five 
and  won  nine.  This  modestly  respectable  percentage  of  .643 
is  getting  monotonous  as  it  has  been  maintained  with  small 
fluctuations  up  and  down  for  several  years.  The  world-wide 
depression  seems  only  to  have  added  to  the  zeal  with  which 
our  collegiate  disputants  settle  cosmic  problems.  The  fate 
of  India,  marital  legislation  and  the  growingly  unsettled 
war  debt  controversy  have  been  reagitated  and  readjudicated 
once  and  for  all  by  the  acumen  of  this  year's  debaters.  But 
not  without  question,  for  they  suffered  defeat  at  the  hands  of 
Bridgewater,  Roanoke  and  Agnes  Scott  Colleges  away  from 
home ;  and  tied,  winning  one  and  losing  one,  with  Randolph- 
Macon  and  Radford.  A  no  decision  contest  was  held  with 
the  University  of  Georgia  at  Athens.  Straight  victories  were 
recorded  over  University  of  Richmond,  Randolph-Macon 
Woman's  College  (dual),  University  of  Pennsylvania, 
Presbyterian  College  (S.  C.)  and  Emory  University. 
Features  of  the  season  were  a  second  radio  debate  over 
Station  WDBJ,  Roanoke,  and  the  Commencement  debate 
with  Agnes  Scott  on  the  Oregon  plan  with  audience  decision. 
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The  Debate  Squad  covered  2,600  miles  in  all,  which  leads 
us  to  observe  that  none  but  an  all-Scotch  administration  could 
finance  fifteen  debates  over  such  a  far-flung  battle  line  on  the 
present  tiny  appropriation.  For  this  feat  Manager  Howard 
C.  Cobbs,  who  hails  from  Charleston,  West  V^irginia,  is  to 
be  commended. 

Contributing  greatly  to  the  above  successes  are  four  de- 
parting seniors  who  might  well  be  styled  the  Four  Horsemen. 
These  are  Jones,  Gordon,  Troland  and  Kendig.  Almost  an 
irreparable  loss  is  that  of  Phuiimer  F.  Jones,  Jr.,  who  cap- 
tained the  Squad  this  year,  won  the  Debate  Council  Award 
and  was  aptly  characterized  in  the  Kaleidoscope  as  "The 
Ace  of  Tiger  Debaters."  His  uncanny  blend  of  persuasive 
gentility  and  rapier-keenness  have  made  him  feared  by  our 
foes  on  the  rostrum  for  four  years.  He  has  engaged  in 
eighteen  intercollegiate  debates  and  won  ten  of  seventeen  of 
these  in  which  a  decision  was  rendered.  This  is  a  Hampden- 
Sydney  record  and  probably  a  state  record.  James  W.  Gor- 
don, Jr.,  is  our  best  research  debater  and  has  developed  ad- 
mirably into  a  keen  and  resourceful  debater.  Charles  E. 
Troland  is  conspicuous  for  fire,  forcefulness  and  ready  wit. 
He  has  a  record  for  smashing  rostrum  fittings.  Edwin  L. 
Kendig,  with  his  clear-cut  delivery  and  well-marshaled  argu- 
ments, is  our  best  radio  debater.  We  also  lose  John  Grant, 
who  lost  to  the  Amazons  on  his  maiden  attempt  but  has 
outrivaled  all  debate  managers  known  to  us  in  both  economy 
and  diplomacy.  The  other  members  of  the  Debate  Squad 
\\-ho  have  performed  very  creditably  this  year  are:  A.  Fleet 
Dillard,  John  I.  Armstrong,  R.  Donald  Carson,  Roger  A. 
Young  and  Royston  Jester.  Mr.  Macon  Reed,  Jr.,  who 
wound  up  a  phenomenal  debating  record  last  session,  has 
served  very  acceptably  as  Assistant  Debate  Coach  this  year. 

The  annual  southern  trip,  which  is  the  chief  reward  of 
forensic  toil,  was  made  even  more  enjoyable  than  usual  this 
year  by  the  bountiful  hospitality  of  Mr.  Charles  D.  Mc- 
Kinney  and  fellow  Alumni  of  Atlanta  and  the  equally  de- 
lightful entertainment  of  the  debaters  and  debate  coach  by  Dr. 
Charles  R.  Rugg,  '16,  and  other  loyal  Alumni  of  Raleigh, 
North  Carolina.  Professor  W.  D.  Hooper  gave  us  a  cordial 
welcome  at  the  University  of  Georgia. 


Jottings  from  the  Psycholog-y 
Department

EVEN  THE  peace  which  passeth  all  understanding  that 
follows  Commencement  is  doomed  to  be  broken  by  the 
statistician's  adding  machine.  Fresh  from  this  modern  mill 
of  the  gods  we  present  a  few  small  grindings  left  of  this 
year's  vanished  student  body.  An  investigation  of  freshmen 
study  habits  during  mid-year  examinations  conducted  by 
senior  Psychology  students  showed  that  of  one  hundred  and 
ten  freshmen  interviewed,  fifty-one  were  excessively  nervous 
or  panic-striken,  forty-nine  smoked  habitually,  sixty-two 
stimulated  themselves  with  coffee,  fifty-nine  averaged  more 
than  eight  hours  sleep,  forty-four  less  than  this  modicum  of 


slumber,  while  twelve  spent  less  than  six  hours  per  night  in 
the  arms  of  Morpheus.  Of  these  dozen  would-be  Edisons, 
the  inspiration  of  two-thirds  so  oozed  out  in  perspiration  that 
they  failed  on  from  two  to  five  subjects.  Midnight  oil  seems 
to  i-eturn  small  dividends.  Next  to  lack  of  sleep,  inability  to 
concentrate,  excessive  distraction  and  failure  to  organize 
study  materials  seem  to  be  the  chief  causes  of  student  mor- 
tality. A  prrjpos  of  concentration,  out  of  one  hundred  and 
ten  freshmen  filling  out  a  personality  inventory  in  those 
candid  opening  da\s  of  the  session,  sixty-five  admitted  that 
they  "daydream  frequently."  Fortunately,  only  si.\  per  cent, 
of  the  freshmen  admit  that  they  walk  in  their  sleep!  Forty- 
three  that  they  "daydream  of  improbable  occurrences" 
and  thirty-five,  or  just  about  one-third,  that  they  "get  tired 
of  work  quickly" — after  all,  by  no  means  such  a  rare  com- 
plaint among  the  genus  homo  sapiens.  Only  twenty-four 
freshmen  confessed  to  getting  an  insufficient  amoimt  of  ex- 
ercise or  recreation  during  examinations.  Many  students 
feel  like  rats  in  a  trap  during  these  ordeals  and  probablv  less 
than  a  half  (even  by  Faculty  estimate)  do  justice  to  them- 
selves on  examinations.  Incentives  to  better  day-by-day  studv 
during  the  term  and  muscle  saving  examination  devices  such 
as  "true  and  false"  questions  have  proven  a  help.  But  per- 
haps, as  Oliver  Wendell  Holmes  suggested,  we  must  start 
with  the  grandparents. 

Some  interesting  tests  of  the  effect  of  various  recreations 
upon  mental  efficiency  have  been  made  this  year.  Eight 
students  showed  an  average  loss  of  nine  per  cent,  in  efficiency 
after  attending  a  sprightly  moving  picture,  whether  due  to 
"let  down"  or  fatigue.  Those  sitting  at  the  back  lost  two 
per  cent,  more  than  those  near  the  front.  The  effect  of  ex- 
ercising in  the  fresh  air  for  a  similar  period  was  a  gain  of 
one  per  cent.,  while  studying  and  bridge  playing  showed  a 
loss  of  five  per  cent.  After  an  unusually  exciting  baseball 
game  there  was  an  average  gain  of  seven  per  cent,  in  mental 
efficiency.  Scries  of  speed  and  accuracy  tests  have  shown 
Monday  to  be  an  oft"  day,  but  whether  the  speedy  week-enders 
or  the  faithful  lingerers  suffer  the  more  has  yet  to  be  proven. 

What  factors  make  for  campus  leadership  ?  Here  follows 
an  analysis  of  ten  outstanding  Hampden-Sydnev  students  who 
bid  fair  to  be  listed  in  some  future  Who's  Who  and  whose 
actual  leadership  among  the  student  bodv  has,  with  one  ex- 
ception, been  recognized  by  O.  D.  K.  These  campus  leaders 
average  half  an  inch  short  of  six  feet  in  height,  or  two  inches 
above  college  average.  Cause  or  effect?  They  weigh  on  the 
average,  one  hundred  and  sixty  pounds.  They  are  young  in 
years,  for  seniors,  averaging  twenty-one.  All  but  three  are 
in  the  top  fourth  of  the  student  body  in  intelligence,  though 
two  are  just  average  or  slightly  below  average  in  I.  Q.  They 
come  from  families  averaging  three  and  one-tenth  children, 
though  ranging  from  one  to  six.  Five  of  them  were  the 
youngest  child,  four  of  them  the  oldest  child  and  the  remain- 
ing one  an  only  child.  Sciu'ority  is  no  guarantee  of  ascen- 
dance. Six  of  them  come  from  cities,  two  from  small  towns 
and  only  two  from  the  country.  Personality  tests  show  them 
to  be  as  a  group  fairly  well  adjusted  emotionally,  rather 
.self-sufficient,  extrovertive  rather  than  introvertive,  superior 
in  social  intelligence  and  decidedly  dominating.  Half  are 
from  professional  homes,  half  from  business  men's  homes 
with  just  one  from  the  farm.  Five  out  of  ten  have  been  on 
the  First  Honor  roll.  All  are  church  members.  In  College 
they  have  excelled  in  an  average  of  two  of  the  following 
activities:  athletics,  editing  or  writing,  debating,  business 
managership  and  Christian  leadership.  They  are  well- 
rounded.  Will  tliey  be  as  great  a  credit  to  the  College  twenty 
years  from  now  ?   We  hope  to  see.

THE  JONGLEURS  have  enjoyed  a  successful  year.

Officers  for  the 
1 932-3  J  session 
are:  Y..

dent; R.  G.  McAllister,  Vice  President;  Ci.  T.  Wall. 
Business  Manager;  Jack  McCurdy,  Stage  Manager.  At  the 
suggestion  of  Professor  Bell,  the  club  invited  Professor  L. 
G.  Nelson  to  assume  the  direction  of  its  activities.  The 
former  will  continue  with  the  group  as  assistant  director. 

A  petition,  addressed  to  Alpha  Psi  Omega,  national 
honorary  dramatic  fraternity,  was  favorably  received  by  that 
body  and  Delta  Delta  Cast  was  established  here.

THE  COMMENCEMENT  just  past  was  noted  for  a 
particularly  significant  fact :  the  students  contributed. 
To  one  who  is  old  enough  to  have  watched  the  de- 
cline and  fall  of 
Commencements, 
their  natural  re- 
construction at 
Hampden-Syd- 
ney, by  natural 
and  wholesome 
accretion  of  in- 
terest, from  faded 
occasions  that 
were  chiefly  dis- 
mal gestures  at 
the  past,  into 
colorful  events 
that  are  packed 
with  significance 
and  interest  for 
the  present,  the 
change  is  inspir- 
ing. When,  of 
their  own  voli- 
tion, imdergradu- 
ates  stay  over  to 
contribute  to- 
\\'ards  making  a 
successful  Com- 
mencement, the 
suggestion  is  al- 
most millennial. 
But  let  us  re- 
count. The  church  organist,  the  Glee  Club,  the  Dramatic 
Club  and  the  debaters  organization  each  contributed  an 
entertainment  during  Commencement.  Besides  these  ad- 
ditional events,  the  local  youngsters  gave  two  excellent 
marionette  renderings  of  Treasure  Island,  for  which  they 
had  been  training  all  winter.  Add  to  these  five  enter- 
tainments the  usual  Baccalaureate,  the  Alumni  address,  meet- 
ings and  luncheons,  the  distribution  of  athletic  and  literary 
awards,  the  senior  supper,  and  the  Commencement  exercises 
— and  we  have  an  adequate  festal  climax  to  the  session.  Com- 
mencement guests  are  kept  in  continual  twitter  and  move- 
ment, and  hosts  in  continual  pointing  with  pride — which 
states  are  desirable  for  both  visitors  and  visitees.

Professor  Bell's  Jongleurs  have  been  doing  increasingly 
good  work.  Their  performance  of  three  one-act  plays, 
sponsored  by  Professors  Bell  and  Nelson  and  Mr.  Young, 
showed  in  selection,  staging  and  acting  fine  taste  and  good 
work.  ^  eats'  Hour  Glass.  Dunsany's  Lost  Silk  Hat  and 
Bernard's  French  U  ithniit  a  blaster  were  certainly  diverse 
undertakings  creditably  achieved. 

Professor  Allan's  debaters  showed  nothing  less  than  in- 
spiration when  they  inveigled  two  Agnes  Scott  women  into 
debating  J.  W.  Gordon  and  P.  F.  Jones  on  Tuesday  night 
of  Commencement.  Also  the  method  was  new  and  interest- 
ing; it  included  "cross-questioning"  between  the  girls  and 
boys  which  set  the  large  audience  all  agog  and  brought 
vociferous  applause.    We  were  struck  with  the  fine  types  of 


personality  and  the  good  manners  exhibited  by  our  four 
debaters  under  these  most  exacting  tests.  The  debate  was 
modernism  at  its  best.  We  are  ashamed  to  say  who  beat ; 
now  guess. 

The  usual  addressings,  Alumni-ings  and  medal  givings, 
interspersed  \\ith  buffet  balancings  of  chicken  salad  and  cold 
tea  in  Venable  Hall,  completed  Commencement.  On 
\Vednesday  morning  a  burst  of  fortissimo  march  music  from 
Hemphill's  organ  in  College  Church  brought  the  crowded 
house  to  its  feet  to  see  entering  our  plodding  Faculty,  for 
once  resplendent  in  academic  multi-color,  and  our  gay  seniors 
for  once  sober  in  black  robes  and  serious  realizations.  It  is 
indeed  a  crisis,  is  graduation,  and  diploma  giving  (despite 
the  cynics)  is  yet  almost  a  sacrament ;  the  valedictory  still  stirs 
strange  depths  within  us,  and  the  going  of  our  seniors  moves 
us  once  again  profoundly.  And  somehow  this  year's  exercises, 
with  its  qin'et  Arcadian  setting,  its  several  distinguished 
visitors,  its  honoring  of  our  president  with  the  medal  of  the 
Cincinnati,  its  strong  and  heartening  address  by  an  Ilonour- 
alilc  from  New  ^'ork  City  who,  nevertheless,  still  bore  the 
name  of  Frank  L.  Jones,  its  goodly  honor  rolls,  its  encourag- 
ing trustees,  and  its  crowds  of  evidently  appreciative  specta- 
tors, all  renewed  a  sense  of  confidence  in  Hampden-Sydney 
College.

The  liulliiin  of  the  Bream  Memorial  Church  of  Charleston, 
West  \'irginia,  of  which  Dr.  Frank  C.  Brown,  '09,  is  pastor,  under 
date  of  May  i,  1932,  has  the  following  striking  paragraph: 

Some  Inleresting  Facts — Some  rather  interesting  things  were 
presented  in  the  Bulletin  last  week  as  the  annual  report  of  our  church 
to  Presbytery.  We  received  into  the  church  last  year  1+3  new- 
members,  of  whom  109  came  by  profession.  This  is  not  as  large  a 
number  as  we  have  had  in  times  past  but  is  more  by  profession  than 
any  other  church  in  the  Synod.  It  is  rather  interesting  to  note  that  in 
the  twelve  years  of  the  present  pastorate  2,116  members  have  been 
received  into  the  church,  or  an  average  of  more  than  175  a  year. 
Of  this  grand  total  1,612  have  been  received  by  profession.  In  these 
same  twelve  years  our  contributions  to  all  causes  have  amounted  to 
$539,469  or  more  than  half  a  million  dollars.  This  does  not  include 
any  large  amounts  contributed  to  the  church  building  fund.  Of 
this  amount,  $287,542,  or  nearly  three-fifths  were  for  the  benevolences 
for  the  twelve  years.  Our  present  membership  is  1,955.  It  f^^n  he 
easily  seen  that  we  do  not  have  as  many  members  at  present  in  our 
church  as  have  been  received  in  the  last  twelve  years.  'Fhis  difference 
is  of  course  accounted  for  by  many  deaths  we  have  had  in  the  con- 
gregation and  those  who  have  moved  away  to  other  localities.  We 
also  have  4.47  members  on  a  retired  roll.  Our  Sunday  School  en- 
rollment is  1,717.  This  is  the  largest  of  any  church  in  the  General 
Assembly.  This  includes  of  course  our  five  mission  schools.  These 
facts  are  given  because  we  thought  the>'  would  be  interesting  to 
the  congregation  and  also  an  inspiration  to  them  to  continue  their 
good  work. 

President  Eggleston  was  busy  making  Commencement  addresses 
in  June.  Among  other  schools  visited  on  this  mission,  were  St.  Paul's 
Normal  and  Industrial  School,  Lawrenceville,  \'irginia,  and  the 
Orange,  Virginia,  High  School.  At  Orange,  Dr.  Charles  R.  Stribling, 
'84,  was  on  the  platform  and  delivered  the  diplomas.

In 
his  life  he  exemplified  daily  the  principles  represented  by  the 
American  Legion  Emblem  he  so  proudly  wore. 

Therefore,  with  sincere  appreciation  of  his  worth  and  influence, 
and  with  a  tender  memory  that  shall  ever  linger  with  us,  we  solemnly 
%vrite  in  our  minutes  the  record  of  his  sudden  passing  on  December 
29,  1931. 

Unit  Petersburg  Post  No.  2,  American  Legion  Auxiliary. 

Miss  Catherine  Spotswood,  of  Petersburg,  Virginia,  died  the 
early  part  of  April.  She  was  the  sister  of  three  of  our  Alumni — 
Dandridge,  Alexander  and  Colin  D.  Spotswood. 
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Hon.  Barnes  Gillespie,  of  Tazewell  County,  Virginia,  died 
April  20,  1932.  He  «as  a  prominent  lawyer  and  man  of  affairs  in 
Southwest  Virginia,  and  was  the  father  of  Charles  Pepper  Gillespie, 
'25,  who  is  a  partner  in  the  firm  of  Greever  and  Gillespie  of 
Tazewell. 

We  regret  to  record  the  death  of  Royston  Jester,  Esq.,  father  of 
Roystcn  Jester,  Jr.,  '09,  and  grandfather  of  Royston  Jester,  IH,  a 
member  of  the  Class  of  1935.  Mr.  Jester  was  a  native  of  Maryland, 
but  came  to  Lynchburg  in  early  life,  and  was  one  of  the  oldest 
merchants  of  that  city.    His  death  followed  a  stroke  of  paralysis. 

Dr.  William  Thornton  Willis,  '91,  died  in  Louisville,  Kentucky, 
March  3,  1932.  For  a  period  of  years  he  had  been  medical  examiner 
in  Galveston,  Te.\as.  of  the  American  National  Insurance  Company. 

Charles  Neblett  Dickinson,  '79,  died  in  a  hospital  in  Roanoke, 
Virginia,  May  24,  1932,  after  several  months  of  suffering,  patiently 
borne.

Dr.  B.  F.  Wilson,  of  Harrisonburg,  Virginia,  died  at  his  home 
there  May  24,  1932,  after  a  long  period  of  illness.  Dr.  Wilson 
founded  Converse  College  at  Spartanburg,  South  Carolina;  was  for 
long  years  pastor  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  at  Harrisonburg,  Vir- 
ginia; was  much  interested  in  the  development  of  Massanetta  as  a 
place  for  summer  conferences;  and  for  a  time  was  a  Trustee  of 
Hampden-Sydney  College,  having  been  elected  as  a  member  of  the 
Board  in  June,  1921. 

John  Austin  Buchanan,  of  the  Class  of  193 1,  died  at  Norfolk, 
Virginia,  May  24,   1932. 

Mr.  George  W.  Wallace,  of  Williamsville,  Virginia,  died  in 
Richmond,  \'irginia,  December  31,  1931.  He  was  a  useful  citizen, 
a  cultured  gentleman,  and  a  consecrated  Christian.  The  Record 
extends  its  sympathy  to  the  bereaved  family  and  especially  to  our 
friend,  Thomas  R.  Wallace,  ex-'33,  one  of  the  two  sons.

Charles  Neblett  Dickinson 

TO  STUDENTS  of  Hampden-Sydney  of  fifty-odd  years 
ago  the  news  of  the  death  of  Charles  Neblett  Dickin- 
son, '79,  will  bring  a  feeling  of  sadness;  for  his  kindly  spirit, 
his  gentlemanly  bearing,  his  diligence  in  business,  and  his 
friendly  imobtrusiveness  made  him  popular  with  all.  Those 
traits  of  mind  and  spirit,  prominent  in  his  youth,  were  his 
throughout  life ;  in  disposition  and  character,  the  boy  was 
father  of  the  man.  Born  in  Nottoway  County,  V'irginia, 
"Charlie"  was  the  son  of  William  Purnell  Dickinson,  Esq., 
and  his  wife,  who  was  Miss  Rosalind  Smith,  of  Lunenburg 
County,  Virginia.  He  entered  Hampden-S\dney  as  a  sopho- 
more in  September,  1876,  and  continued  a  student  there  until 
the  close  of  his  Junior  year,  1878  (being  a  member  of  the 
"Phip"  Society  and  of  the  Phi  Gamma  Delta  Fraternity). 
Later  he  attended  the  University  of  Virginia  and  \\'as  a  dis- 
tinguished graduate  in  several  of  "the  schools"  in  that  insti- 
tution as  then  organized.  He  chose  teaching  as  his  life's  work 
and  was  eminently  successful  as  coimselor  and  guide  of 
youth.  In  1 907,  he  was  elected  head  of  the  Department  of 
Mathematics  in  Hollins  College,  Virginia,  and  with  his 
broad  culture  he  could  have  filled  almost  any  chair  in  the 
college.  How  well  he  served  may  be  judged  from  the 
following  quotation  from   The  Spinster,  college  annual  of 


the  great  school  in  which  he  taught  for  a  quarter  of  a  cen- 
tury: "With  the  love  of  every  college  girl,  we  dedicate  this 
volume  of  The  Spinster  to  Charles  N.  Dickinson  in  deepest 
appreciation  of  his  never-failing  sympathy  with  our  interests 
and  of  the  e.xample  of  unselfishness  which  he  has  constantly 
held  before  us." 

After  some  months  of  suffering  and  of  hospital  experience, 
he  passed  away  May  24,  1932,  in  Roanoke,  \"irginia.  His 
remains  were  interred  in  Martinsville,  \'irginia,  his  col- 
leagues in  the  Hollins  Faculty  being  the  pallbearers.  One 
sister  (Mrs.  Putzel )  and  three  brothers  (Edward,  William 
and  Orlando)  survive  him — along  with  many  friends — to 
mourn  the  less  of  one  who  filled  an  honorable  and  useful 
place  in  the  great  work  of  teaching,  and  who  won  and  re- 
tained the  esteem  and  affection  of  all  who  came  within  the 
circle  of  his  influence. 


A  Pupil  at  Dr.  Drury  Lacy's  School

HARDEN,  in  his  J'iryinia  Genealogies,  Pages  214-15, 
says  that  through  the  influence  of  John  Randolph,  of 
Roanoke,  John  Randolph  Bryan,  who  was  born  in  1806  and 
died  at  University  of  X'irginia  in  1887,  was  educated  at  the 
schools  of  Mr.  William  Lacy,  of  Prince  Edward  County,  and 
Mr.  Kirkpatrick,  of  Halifax  County,  1816-20,  and  later 
entered  Yale. 

It  was  Dr.  Drury  Lacy,  and  not  Mr.  William  Lacy,  who 
taught  John  Randolph  Bryan  at  "Ararat,"  which  was 
situated  between  Hampden-Sydney  and  Farmville  on  the 
back  road.  Dr.  Lacy  was  at  one  time  Vice  President  and 
Acting  President  of  the  College  and  established  his  school 
later. 

The  Mr.  Kirkpatrick  was  in  all  probability  John  R. 
Kirkpatrick,  who  graduated  at  Hampden-Sydney  in  1812 
and  became  a  teacher  and  minister  of  the  Gospel,  and  was  a 
Commander  of  the  Hampden-Sydney  students  in  the  War  of 
1812. 

John  Randolph  Br\'an  was  the  father  of  Mr.  Joseph 
Bryan,  of  Richmond  and  "Eagle  Point,"  and  was  the  grand- 
father of  Messrs.  John  Stewart  Bryan  and  Jonathan  Bryan, 
of  Richmond.

Meeting  of  the  Huguenot  Society 

THE  HUGUENOT  SOCIETY  of  the  Founders  of 
Manakin  in  the  Colony  of  Virginia  held  its  annual 
meeting  in  Farmville  and  at  Hampden-Sydney,  April  15-17, 
1932.  The  first  formal  function  was  a  reception  at  "Long- 
wood"  at  8:30  P.  M.,  April  15th.  On  Saturday  morning, 
April  1 6th,  the  business  meeting  was  held  in  the  Small 
auditorium  of  the  State  Teachers  College.  At  3:00  P.  M., 
the  Society  convened  in  the  College  Church  at  Hampden- 
Sydney  to  hear  a  very  scholarly  and  comprehensive  address 
by  Rev.  W.  T.  Williams,  D.  D.,  '03,  pastor  of  the  Church, 
on  the  subject,  "Our  Huguenot  Heritage."  At  8  :  30  P.  M., 
the  Society  reconvened  in  the  Large  auditorium  of  the  State 
Teachers  College  to  hear  Dr.  H.  R.  Mcllwaine,  '85,  our 
State  Librarian,  tell  of  "The  Huguenots  of  Manakin 
Towne"  in  a  fa.shion  which  elicited  much  praise.  On  Sunday, 
April  17th,  pilgrims  from  all  over  the  country  met  at  the 
Manakin  Church,  of  which  Rev.  C.  P.  Shelton  is  now  rector. 
The  sermon  was  preached  by  Rev.  C.  J.  Gibson,  son  of  the 
late  Right  Rev.  R.  A.  Gibson,  '67,  of  the  Diocese  of  Virginia. 


A  Resolution 

THE  Petersburg,  Virginia,  Chapter  of  the  Hampden- 
Sydney  Alumni  Association,  at  a  meeting  held  the  6th 
day  of  May,  1932,  unanimously  adopted  the  following  reso- 
lution : 

Resolved: 

1.  That  we  hereby  express  our  disapproval  of  the  attitude  of 
the  person  or  persons  responsible  for  the  prevention  of  the  broad- 
casting of  the  dance  music  of  the  mid-winter  dances. 

2.  That  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be  mailed  to  the  President  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Hampden-Sydney  College. 

3.  That  copies  of  this  resolution  be  mailed  to  the  editor  of 
The  Tiger  and  the  editor  of  The  Record,  with  the  request  that  these 
respective  publications  print  same  in  their  next  issues. 


A  Statement 


In  reference  to  the  above  resolutions,  the  following 
statement  is  in  order: 

Statement: 

Last  winter  President  Eggleston  had  a  letter  from  a  New  York 
Corporation,  stating  that  the  Lucky  Strike  Cigarette  promoters  in 
conjunction  with  a  music  corporation,  wished  to  have  a  Lucky 
Strike  Dance  broadcast  of  the  dance  music  at  the  mid-winter  dances. 
President  Eggleston  replied  that  the  College  was  not  interested  in 
the  matter.  At  the  same  time  the  Manager  of  the  German  Club 
received  a  telegram  from  the  corporation  to  the  same  effect  as  their 
letter  to  President  Eggleston.  The  manager  had  likewise  heard  of 
President  Eggleston's  reply  and  came  in  to  see  him.  The  manager 
stated  that  the  German  Club  thought  the  proposition  should  be 
accepted  by  the  German  Club,  to  which  President  Eggleston  re- 
plied that  that  was  a  matter  for  the  German  Club  to  decide  and 
not  for  the  College.  The  President  felt  that  while  he  hoped  no  such 
program  would  be  carried  out,  he  had  no  authority  to  stop  it.  For 
some  unknown  reason  the  broadcast  offer  was  withdrawn.  This 
outcome  of  the  matter  relieved  a  situation  that  many  felt  would 
work  injury  to  the  College.  It  is  believed  that  a  great  majority  of 
the  Trustees,  Faculty,  students  and  Alumni  do  not  think  that 
Hampden-Sydney,  with  its  wide  reputation  for  dignity  and  stability 
and  character  and  scholarship,  needs  a  Cigarette-Dance-Broadcast 
as  a  medium  of  advertising.

Our  New  President 

AT  ITS  annual  meeting  on  June  7th,  the  General  Alumni 
-ZV  Association  elected  Doctor  H.  Wallace  Bianton,  of 
Richmond,  Virginia,  as  President.  Doctor  Bianton  graduated 
at  Hampden-Sydney  in  the  Class  of  1912.  His  professional 
education  was  received  at  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Sur- 
geons, Columbia  University,  New  York.  During  the  World 
War  he  was  associated  for  a  time  with  Doctor  Joseph  Blake 
at  L' Hospital  Croix  Rouge  in  Paris.  Most  of  his  patients 
were  wounded  French  soldiers  from  the  battle  ground  of 
Vei'dun.  He  received  a  commission  as  first  lieutenant  in  the 
American  army,  but  his  services  abroad  were  cut  short  by  a 
serious  illness  that  forced  his  return  to  the  States.  As  soon 
as  he  was  well  he  took  a  position  with  St.  Luke's  Hospital  in 
New  York  and  was  with  that  institution  until  191 9  when 
he  began  the  practice  of  medicine  in  Richmond,  associated 
with  his  brother.  Doctor  Wyndham  B.  Bianton,  and  their 
father.  Doctor  Charles  A.  Bianton. 

Our  new  president  holds  membership  in  various  profes- 
sional and  social  organizations  and  is  a  Fellow  in  the 
American  Medical  Association. 

Since  early  youth  he  has  been  a  member  of  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Richmond  and  he  is  now  a  member 
of  the  deaconate. 

For  two  years  Doctor  Bianton  served  as  President  of  the 
Richmond  Alumni  Chapter  and  by  his  enthusiastic  and  un- 
flagging efforts,  a  great  amount  of  interest  in  the  College  and 


concern  for  its  welfare  was  aroused.  No  obstacle  daunted 
him.  He  not  only  delegated,  but  did  an  immense  amount 
of  work  himself  for  his  Alma  Mater.  When  Hampden-

Report  of  Robert  K.  Brock 

To  THE  General  Alumxi  Association  of  Hampden- 
Sydney  College : 

/  respectfully  submit  the  following  brief  report: 

I  think  I  warned  the  Association  when  I  was  reelected 
at  the  last  meeting  that  I  was  afraid  that  they  would  make  a 
mistake  in  naming  me  for  another  term.  That  prediction  has 
been  justified,  not  that  I  intentionally  quit  on  the  job  but 
circumstances  have  been  such  that  I  have  done  little.  I  have 
been  unable  to  visit  any  of  the  chapters  during  the  past  year. 

The  newly  appointed  Executive  Committee  met  for 
organization  last  October  and  I  was  gratified  to  find  that  of 
the  fifteen  members  constituting  the  committee,  two-thirds 
were  present.  The  committee  again  met  last  month  and  again 
the  attendance  was  exceptional,  showing  a  decided  interest  on 
the  part  of  the  members  of  this  committee,  many  of  them 
coming  from  quite  a  distance  and  at  considerable  incon- 
venience. The  idea  of  this  committee  is  to  bring  the  Alumni 
in  closer  contact  with  the  College  and  to  that  end  to  keep 
them  informed  of  the  work  of  the  College  and  especially  to 
bring  to  the  Association's  attention  any  needs  in  the  hope 
that  the  Alumni  may  certainly  in  some  cases  endeavor  to  meet 
these  needs. 

The  publication  of  The  Alumni  Record  has  continued 
and  while  it  still  seems  to  meet  with  the  approval  of  the 
Alumni  generally,  not  nearly  so  many  are  subscribers  as  there 
should  be.  The  record  is  sent  to  every  Alumnus  whose  ad- 
dress is  known,  whether  he  is  a  subscriber  or  not  and  the 
Treasurer's  report  will  show  that  only  a  small  percentage 
do  become  subscribers.  Of  course,  the  continued  publication 
of  The  Record  is  dependent  upon  financial  support  and  I 
would  urge  all  Alumni  present  to  take  occasion  to  bring  this 
matter  to  the  attention  of  others  with  whom  they  may  meet 
and  endeavor  to  get  them  sufficiently  interested  to  subscribe 
and  thereby  assure  the  continuance  of  the  publication. 

The  Secretary  has  continued  his  active  work  and  his  re- 
port will  show  that  the  interest  of  the  Alumni  is  being 
maintained. 

It  will  be  gratifying  to  you  to  know  that  notwithstanding 
the  economic  depression,  the  College  itself  during  the  past 
three  years  has  had  its  invested  endowment  more  than 
doubled  and  the  present  year,  I  am  informed,  will  show  a 
substantial  balance  over  expenditures.

Flxd-Gatherixg. 

The  Alumni  Secretarj-  has  assisted  with  the  preparation 
and  mailed  out  four  (4)  issues  of  The  Record.  In  two  of 
these  issues,  fund-gathering  appeals  were  enclosed  with 
annual  membership  dues  and  subscription  to  The  Record 
as  the  basis.  In  this  connection,  praise  is  given  to  the  presi- 
dents of  thirteen  (13)  of  our  Alumni  Chapters  who  issued 
special  appeals  to  their  local  rosters.  These  were  the  men: 
Atlanta  Chapter,  Charles  D.  McKinney;  Bluefield,  Edwin 

C.  \Vade;  Charleston,  Frank  C.  Brown;  Eastern  Carolina, 
Charles  R.  Bugg;  Florida,  F.  E.  Irons;  Mississippi,  Robert 

D.  Bedinger;  New  \  ork,  John  B.  Henneman ;  Pennsjlvania, 
Samuel  E.  Osbourn;  Richmond,  H.  W .  Blanton;  Southside, 
Thomas  J.  Mcllwaine;  \\'ashington,  R.  Page  Irving; 
AVestern  Carolina,  Henry  M.  McAden;  Alleghany  Moun- 
tains, J.  Marion  Stratton.  As  a  final  thrust  in  gathering 
membership  dues,  the  Secretary  sent  out  a  letter  the  latter 
part  of  May,  1932,  over  the  signature  of  President  Robert  K. 
Brock.  The  note  of  desperation  in  this  missive  brought  in, 
we  are  told  by  our  Treasurer,  nearly  $200.00. 

Travels. 

During  the  summer,  the  Secretary  traveled  several 
thousand  miles  in  quest  of  students.  He  feels,  however,  that 
he  had  very  little  to  do,  individuallj-,  with  the  record  en- 
rollment for  the  session  which  has  just  closed.  President 
Eggleston  states  that  since  he  has  been  here  there  h;is  never 
been  such  splendid  teamwork  in  the  matter  of  interesting  new 
students  in  coming  to  Hampden-Sydney  as  was  shown  last 
summer  by  the  old  students,  the  members  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  and  the  Alumni  of  the  College.  The  Alumni 
Secretary  wishes  to  record  with  warm  appreciation  his  feel- 
ing of  gratitude  to  the  President  of  the  College,  the  Financial 
Secretary,  the  members  of  the  student  bod\-,  and  to  the  ever 
lq\al  Alumni,  for  the  cordial  and  helpful  assistance  they  all 
gave  in  the  work  of  enlisting  new  students. 

H0ME-C0i\nNG. 

Our  annual  Home-Coming  Celebration  was  held  on 
October  24th  with  approximately  three  hundred  of  our 
Alumni  in  attendance.  The  speaker  of  the  morning  was 
Alfred  K.  ("Dickie")  Dudley,  of  the  Class  of  1927.  In 
spite  of  losing  a  close  game  of  football  to  Roanoke  College, 
the  returning  Alumni  and  their  friends  appeared  to  enjoy 
the  occasion  that  is  more  and  more  becoming  a  "red-letter 
day"  in  our  calendar. 

Visitation. 

On  account  of  limited  funds,  the  Secretary  has  been  able 
to  do  very  little  visiting  of  our  Alumni  Chapters,  but  con- 
tact has  been  maintained  through  letters,  notices  and  The 
Record.  We  now  have  twenty-three  (23)  organized 
Chapters  and  sixteen  of  these  have  had  one  or  more  meetings 
during  the  year  with  a  total  number  of  twenty-two  gather- 
ings. The  Secretary  has  been  able  to  reach  only  five  of  these 
meetings,  but  he  has  been  fortunate  in  having  lively  represent- 
atives direct  from  the  College  at  all  of  them  but  two.  Presi- 
dent Eggleston,  Dean  Reed  and  Professors  Hart  and  Allan 
have  done  good  turns  in  this  matter. 

The  OiMicROx  Delta  Kappa  Tour. 

This  spring,  our  Lambda  Circle  of  the  Omicron  Delta 
Kappa,  National  Honor  Fraternity,  brought  forward  the 
plan  of  sending  certain  of  its  members  on  a  good-will  tour 
to  our  various  Alumni   centers.    With   assistance   from   the 


College  and  various  organizations  on  the  campus,  two  teams 
set  out  from  the  "Hill"  on  May  1st  and  returned  May  7th. 
H.  P.  ("Billy")  Powell  and  Joseph  K.  Bradford  visited  the 
X'alley  Chapter  at  Staunton,  the  Washington  Chapter,  and 
the  Petersburg.  I'hey  made  calls  at  the  high  and  preparatory 
schools  in  the  territory  visited  and  talked  over  with  the 
Alumni  the  lists  of  prospective  students.  Another  team  com- 
posed of  John  Grant,  Jack  Field  and  Edgar  Nottingham 
visited  Roanoke,  Bluefield,  Charleston,  West  Virginia,  and 
the  Alleghany  Mountains  Chapter  at  Lewisburg,  W^est  \'ir- 
ginia.  'I  he  Lynchburg  Chapter  had  a  meeting  to  receive 
the  delegation,  but  the  "tour"  did  not  reach  the  city  in  time 
for  the  dinner. 

At  several  of  the  chapter  meetings,  carefully  selected 
seniors  from  the  local  high  and  preparatory  schools  had  been 
invited  in  to  meet  the  students  from  the  College.  F'ine 
representations  of  these  were  met  in  Petersburg  and  Lewis- 
burg and  smaller  groups  elsewhere.  Reports  have  been  re- 
ceived from  the  ofHcers  of  the  chapters  visited  and  each  report 
is  of  a  most  favorable  nature.  The  unanimous  opinion  is  that 
the  "tours"  are  excellent  things  to  have  and  that  they  should 
be  held  each  year. 

On  the  trip  taken  by  our  debate  team  in  May,  Alumni 
Chapters  were  visited  in  Raleigh  and  Atlanta  with  luncheons 
at  each  place.  High  praise  was  given  our  representatives  by 
our  Alumni  for  their  excellent  showing  in  the  debates  against 
Agnes  Scott,  Emor\-  Uni\ersity,  University  of  Georgia  and 
Presbyterian  College  of  South  Carolina. 

In  these  tours,  the  part  played  by  the  Alumni  Secretary 
was  to  do  what  he  could  in  preparing  the  way  and  in  giving 
"pointers"  to  the  travelers. 

Organization. 

Under  this  heading,  it  is  a  pleasure  to  report  the  forma- 
tion of  two  new  chapters:  "The  Valley"  and  "The  Missis- 
sippi." In  the  former  the  moving  spirits  are  William  E. 
Hudson,  William  Pancake  and  L.  B.  Stephenson,  while  in 
the  far  south  Robert  D.  Bedinger  and  Graham  F.  Campbell 
have  stirred  our  Mississippi  "boys"  into  an  up  and  doing 
organization. 
Publicity. 

The  Alumni  Secretary  has  served  in  the  capacity  of  public- 
ity director  for  the  College  during  the  past  session  as  he  did 
the  session  before.  He  did  not  ask  for  the  job.  There  was 
no  one  else  to  do  it  and  he  volunteered  to  do  the  best  he  could 
with  it.  He  is  conscious  of  his  short-comings  for  work  of  this 
kind.  He  makes  no  claims  for  aptitude  in  the  so-called 
"publicity  game." 

The  stenographic  work  in  this  department — also  in  the 
alumni  office — has  had  to  be  done  by  the  Alumni  Secretary 
or  provided  for  by  him.  As  he  is  a  two-fingered  typist  and 
is  likewise  without  duplicating  machines  to  facilitate  matters, 
anything  approaching  speedy  or  extensive  newspaper  coverage 
has  been  beyond  his  accomplishment.  (This,  by  the  by,  is 
not  to  complain,  but  simply  to  explain!) 

However,  every  important  happening  during  the  session 
has  been  covered  for  the  Associated  Press  and  there  have 
been  numerous  "stories"  for  individual  papers.  How  much 
of  the  output  over  the  Associated  Press  has  been  picked  up 
by  the  dailies  is  not  known.  The  two  Alumni  who  wrote 
in  that  the  College  should  join  a  good  clipping  bureau  have 
not  been  heard  from  since  they  received  the  letter  that  the 
College  should  be  most  pleased  to  do  the  joining  and  was 
looking  around  for  some  affluent  soul  to  send  in  the  $60  that 
would  be  required  (one  of  the  dear  fellows  moved  and  left 
no  address;  in  these  times  no  one  can  blame  him).  We 
have  heard,  though,  from  some  of  our  men  as  far  away  as 
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California  that  Associated  Press  Hampden-Sydney  stories 
were  in  their  state  papers.  Now  and  then  some  one  \\ill 
send  in  something  about  the  College  he  has  clipped  from  his 
favorite  daily  in  a  distant  state.  Until  recently,  we  had 
never  heard  of  The  Times-Echo  of  Port  Jefferson,  a  town  of 
4,000  on  Long  Island,  New  York,  but  an  article  by  the 
President  of  the  College  was  carried  in  it  in  three  install- 
ments this  spring. 

In  addition  to  the  dailies  and  weeklies,  religious,  fraternal 
and  commercial  journals  have  published  articles  about  Hamp- 
den-Sydney during  the  past  year.  Among  these  were:  the 
Alagazine  of  the  Chesapeake  and  Potomac  Telephone  Com- 
pany; The  Southern  Collegian;  The  Sunday  School  Times 
(published  in  Philadelphia  and  with  a  tremendous  circulation 
into  all  parts  of  the  world)  ;  Onward  (published  in  Richmond 
and  circulated  throughout  the  South)  ;  The  Norfolk  and 
ff ester n  Magazine  (a  monthly  circulation  of  40,000  copies)  ; 
The  Richmond  Magazine  (said  to  go  into  every  city  in 
America  with  a  Chamber  of  Commerce)  ;  the  magazines  of 
Jlie  Equitable  Assurance  and  The  Atlantic  Life;  The 
American  Legion;  Document  No.  I  of  the  Virginia  State 
Chamber  of  Commerce  (this  Bulletin  is  sent  throughout  the 
nation),  and  a  number  of  alumni  and  social  fraternity 
journals. 

Credit  for  gaining  access  to  these  avenues  of  publicity 
goes  very  largely  to  President  Eggleston,  Professor  Freeman 
Hart  and  others. 

The  observation  may  be  permitted  just  here  that  publicity 
is  much  overdone  in  this  country  and  a  great  deal  of  college 
publicity  is  too  highly  colored.  In  this  matter,  the  hope  is 
entertained  that  Hampden-Sydney  shall  continue  to  hold  to 
plain  lines  and  a  conservative  policy  and  while  endeavoring 
to  improve  its  output  of  legitimate  news,  will,  at  the  same 
time,  avoid  high  pressure  methods  and  flamboyant  "leads." 

All-Time  Objectives. 

While  there  has  been  reason  to  go  lightly  on  two  of  the 
items,  the  Alumni  Secretary  has  kept  uppermost  in  his  own 
mind  that  the  three  all-time  objectives  of  our  Alumni  are: 

1.  To  interest  people  of  means  in  the  welfare  of  the  College. 

2.  To  influence  choice  boys  to  enter  Hampden-Sydney.  3.  To 
put  the  College  in  one's  own  budget. 

Annoying  our  men  about  these  simple  but  extremely 
important  items  has  been  avoided,  but  reminding  of  them  has 
become  a  fixed  policy. 

Statistics. 

1.  During  the  year  there  have  been  twenty-one  (21) 
deaths  among  the  Alumni  and  eighteen  (18)  births — twelve 
girls  and  six  boys.  (Of  course  our  men  have  done  much 
better  than  that  in  helping  along  the  population  and  in 
explanation  it  should  be  said  that  usually  only  the  first  baby 
gets  reported ! ) 

2.  The  roster  now  carries  twenty-three  hiuidred  and 
six  (2,306)  living  Alumni  whose  "terms"  at  Hampden- 
Sydney  were  as  follows : 

Graduates,  772  (not  counting  the  Class  of  1932)  ;  one 
year,  735;  two  years,  485;  three  years,  210;  four  years,  76; 
five  years,  18;  undetermined,  3. 

3.  Occupationallv,  our  Alumni  fall  into  these  general 
fields: 

Business,  801;  education,  230;  ministry,  276;  medicine, 
231;  law,  189;  engineering,  79;  farming,  219;  journalism, 
24;  military  (U.  S.),  15;  aviation,  4;  artists,  2;  unde- 
termined,  184. 

4.  Of  o>n-  twenty-three  hundred  (2,300)  Alumni,  ap- 
proximately twelve   hundred    (l,20o)    have   paid    a  visit   to 


the  College  within  the  past  three  years.  The  Alumni  Secre- 
tary has  met  fifteen  hundred  (1,500)  of  our  men  on  the 
campus  or  in  their  several  communities. 

It  is  interesting  to  record  that  of  our  twenty-four  men 
in  the  Orient,  seventeen  have  visited  at  the  College  within 
the  past  three  years. 


Minutes  of  the  Meeting  of  the  General

THE  ANNUAL  meeting  of  the  General  Alumni  As- 
sociation of  Hampden-Sydney  College  was  held  Tues- 
day, June  7,  1932,  in  the  Biology  Lecture  Room  of  Bagby 
Hall,  at  3:30  P.  M. 

The  meeting  was  opened  with  prayer  by  Rev.  James  R. 
Graham,  '84,  of  Tsingkiangsu,  Ku,  China. 

The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  were  read  and  approved 
and  the  President  and  Secretary  submitted  their  reports. 
(Elsewhere  in  this  issue.) 

The  Treasurer  gave  his  report  which  showed  a  balance 
for  the  year  of  $196.14. 

A  number  of  the  Alumni  spoke  on  some  of  the  policies 
of  the  College  and  offered  suggestions  for  broadening  the 
College's  influence  and  extending  its  usefulness.  In  this  con- 
nection the  following  resolution  was  adopted:  "That  the 
Alumni  Association  thanks  President  Eggleston  and  members 
of  the  Faculty  for  making  so  many  public  addresses  during 
the  year  and  e.xpresses  the  hope  that  even  more  of  this  be 
done."
